GRADUATED W WAR TAX 
ON INCOMES 


If the income war tax law, about to 
be applied, did nothing. more than 
cause a national stock-taking, it would 
serve a most useful purpose. 

The taking of an inventory of one’s 
resources invariably induces a desire to 
save and a desire to save when trans- 
lated, asit very frequently is, into a 
determination to save, means getting 
on with the war, as well as bappiness 
allaround. This process; first an in- 
ventory of one’s resources, then a de- 
sire to save, applied to every unmar- 
ried person, or widow or widower 
without dependent children, receiving 
an income of $1,500 and over, and to 
all other persons receiving an income 
of $3,000 and over, will unquestionably 
resultin a large proportion of cases,in 
a determination to save. - And that 
means more general prosperty and re- 
newed national strength. 

But a national stock-taking is only 
incidental, of course, to the chief pur- 

pose of the income war tax, which is 
to provide revenue for the prosecution 
of the war in as.equitable manner as 
possible. The tax is to be graduated, 
according to one’s ability to pay. 
Those who are in receipt of only a liv- 
ing wage orsalary will not be called 
upon to pay; those enjoying the high- 
est incomes will be called upon to pay 
the greatest amounts, and the great

Income Tax Forms 
Are now available _— 
Returns must be filed on or before 31st March 


HE Dominion Income War Tax Act requires you to fill in uae or more of 
the five special Forms provided before 31st March, 1918. In order to 
assist the public to understand just what is required of them, information 

on each Form is given below. Read carefully, then get three copies of the 
form that fits your case and fill them in. Answer all questions fully and 
accurately. For making false statements, a penalty of $10,000 or six months’ 
imprisonment, or both, is provided. ; 


Individuals.—All persons unmarried, and all widows or widowers without dependent children, 
whose income is $1500 a year or more, must fill in Form Tl. All other whose income is 
$3000. or more, use the same Form, Where any income is derived from dividends, list amounts 
received from Canadian and Foreign securities separarely. Fill in pages 1, 2 and 3 only. Do not 


mark on page 4. Partnerships, as such need not file returns, but the individuals forming the part- 
nerships must. . 


Corporations and Joint Stock Companies, no matter how created or organized, shall pay the 
normal tax on income exceeding $3000. Use Form T2—giving particulars of income. Also 
attach @ financial statement. Under Deductions, show in detail amounts paid to Patriotic Fund 
and Canadian Red Cross or other approved War Funds. 


Trustees, Executors, Administrators of Estates and Assignees use Form T3. Full particulars 
of the distribution of income from all estates handled must be shown as well as details of amounts 
distributed. A separate Form must be filled in for each estate. ; 


Employers must use Form T4 to give names and amounts of salaties, bonuses, commissions and 


other,remuneration paid to all employees during 1917 where such remuneration amounted in the 
aggregate to $1000 or over. 


Corporation Lists of Shareholders.—On Form TS corporations shall give a statement of all 
paren ane Sveteee pee bh nenebahters rerlring ing in Canada during 1917 stating to whom paid, 
and the amoun

the Inspector of Taxation for your District. In the case of T3, T4 and TS, keep one copy and file 
the other two, with the Commissioner of Taxation, Dept. of Binance, Ottawa. :
